Asking for Council action on 
the majority recommendation of 
the Planning Commission, Judge 
Eaton stated that undcr vari¬ 
ance workings of the ordinance, 
the Fathers would have to be 
able to proceed with any pro¬ 
posed construction within six 
months of the variance grant. 

He said the group was not 
ready with necessary funds, but 
wanted the right to ask con¬ 
tributions for enlargement of the 
Monastery. 

Father Bonificc, Rector of the 
Monastery, in analyzing the 
minority report, called it a docu¬ 
ment of “fear”, containing an 
“assumption of bad faith against 
citizens of 24 years.” 

He set forth the needs of the 
Monastery for relief, as acknow¬ 
ledged by the Planning Com¬ 
mission, and asked that, the 
majority recommendation of that 
body be accepted. 

Secretary of the Planning 
Commission, W. Webster Van- 
nier, signer of the minority 
report, concluded the opposi¬ 
tion's stand with the state¬ 
ment that "according to the 
best legal advice, if you grant 
a spot zone, you grant a mon¬ 
opoly. You then must grant 
those rights to everyone who 
applies. You must, as a result, 
either enlarge that spot zone 
or grant zones all over the 
city for religious groups that 
want to come in and bury 
their dead." 

At the close of tho discussion, 
Councilman Henry Nuetzel mov¬ 
ed that the Council accept the 
recommendation of the Planning 
Commission favoring tho zone 
change. Councilman W. J. Schiltz 
seconded it and the audience 
sat in tense silence as Mr. Nuet¬ 
zel voted aye, Councilman Don 
Jackson, no, Mr. Schiltz, aye, 
and Councilman John Froehlich 
cast the decisive no, deadlocking 
the issue. 

Mr. Froehlich stated that his 
negative vote was cast against 
“setting of a precedent.” 

Mr. Jackson said he was pro- 
; pared to move that the petition 
be referred back to the Plan- 
• ning Commission for furthoi 
study. However, City Attorney 
Reynolds held that such a move 
was not possible.

Dr. Bart Jan Bok, one of 
the three head directors of the 
Harvard Astronomical Observ¬ 
atory in Cambridge, Mass., and 
his family are concluding a 
week's visit in Sierra Madre 
with Mrs. Bok's parents.

Mrs. Bok also is a professor 
of astronomy, having received 
i' Ph. D for service at Lick Ob¬ 
servatory. She lias taught at 
Smith and Radcliffe Colleges and 
curing the war was a member 
of a commission lo study mathe¬ 
matical problems in navigation 
for air and sea services. I

Dr. Bok's trip West already 
has encompassed the Mt. Wil¬ 
son Observatory. Cal-Tech and 
Palomar, and he will continue 
to visit leading observatories 
and technical schools which 
are associated with Harvard 
in observing and studying 
phenomena of the skies as 
they occur. 

He has chosen as his special 
field the problems of the Milky 
Way—t-hat great band of stars 
that circles the entire heavens, 
best seen here in mid-summer 
on a moonless night shortly af¬ 
ter sunset. 

But the most interesting parts 
of the Way arc seen in the 
Southern Hemisphere and Dr. 
Bo|t already has secured more 
(hail $80,000 for an observa¬ 
tory in South Africa which will 
provide an excellent site and 
the unclouded skies essential lo 
favorable observation. 

According to his host, the next 
trip probably will take him 
lo South Africa for establish¬ 
ment of Harvard’s Southern Ob¬ 
servatory. 

Accompanying the Boks are 
son, John, who will enter Har¬ 
vard, and daughter, Joyce, a 
junior-high student.

One hundred and two years of living which encompassed 
civil revolutions in the country of her birth and two world 
wars foughl by her adopted country drew to a close in the 
thin early morning hours Saturday for Sostencs Lcuvano 
dc Velasquez. 

Rosary was read at Grant Chapel and Requiem Mass hold 
Tuesday at St. Rita's Church for the centenarian who was 
born in Zacatecas, Mexico, in 1845 and whose first recol¬ 
lections were of the brilliantly-uniformed soldiers of the 
Emperor Maximilian whose imposed reign ended abruptly 
with his execution in 1867. 

During the turbulent revolutionary days in 1915, Mrs. Vel¬ 
asquez left Mexico and came to this country, settling 21 
years ago in Sierra Madre. The latter days of her life were 
passed in the Grove Street home of her grandson, Juan 
Velasquez. 

She suffered a slight stroke two years ago when notified 
that her great-grandson, Pfc.
